A Moscow broadcast said 93 of 
the raiders were brought down by 
Soviet pilots in air duels and that 
anti-aircraft guns shot down 30 
nore, after some planes got through 
to the city “and haphazardly drop­ 
ped bombs which inflicted material 
damage and casualties.” 
The Russians said they lost 30 
planes and declared the tally of Nazi 
victims was incomplete. 
(The Soviet noon communique as 
recorded by the London Soviet radio 
monitor said 37 German 
planes 
were shot down in the Kuban val­ 
ley northeast of Novorossisk yes­ 
terday. Land action was minor ex­ 
cept on the Kalinin front, where 
2,000 Germans were killed in a 
two-day battle after a thrust that 
temporarily 
dented 
Russian 
de­ 
fenses, the war bulletin said.
